Love Thy Oed as Thyself t This is something a bit nearer 
to our understanding because we are dl pretty selfish creatures, but 
again do we really know what It means? Do those of us who atnise our 
bodies and minds with the mai^y and varied current malpractlees have 
any understanding of what it means to Love ourselves? 

Love Thy God with all Thy Heart, with all Thy Soul and 
with all Thy Hind \ Here again wa arc urged to a definite course of 
action which is spelled out rnthar claarly, and again we do little 
or nothing about it* TPe must leam tc know our hearts, our souls, 
and our mindsi to know their capacity and then to use this capacity. 
There la a tremendous potential here If we but understand It*

impact from then, we Ignore and suppress it and hope that It will 
go away because it eub^rasses us. There are very few people on this 
earth who do not feel that somehow they ere the Acne of Creation and 
there are none greater, except possibly a vague end nebulcua D ety 
with idUch we have little or nothing In common. And yet, knowledge 
of the llieTarchy obviously is netiesaary If we are to progress in xtf 
for we are a part of it whether we realize it cr not.

Tchia la soiiethlng about wnich we know a little, but 
don't dovery much* \te have a civlllxatlon of aorta but It Isn^t 
very good, not nearly so good as the civilizations developed by the 
Anta end the Bees * ve have a general idea of what a civilisation 
ought to be and we all have dreams of a Utopia, but we have not yet 
mastered even the basic principles ujon which a successful olvilizattoh 
must be based.

Btepi.ln£ aUuDs leading toeards tbe ultimate. Aa long ea there la 
diaa^reeaent about bov olTlll»ticji abould be e*t Mp, Juat tbat 
long will It QOfitlnue to evDlve^ Vhen peoile on tbla planet are 
aatlafled with their olTllliation It will arystallae la baa tbe 
clTlllxatlon of tbe ante and tbe Beea. and ftirther evolvaHnt 
will reat entirely with tlje Indivlduala. Beeatua of tbe taalc 
raatleaa nature of our branch of manki nd w« will probably not 
aettla for « civilization pattern In the near future, and our 
ultimata civilization will bear little roaeablence to what we have 
now. But the Important thing la to recognize that abat we have 
lan*t very good and %h9 ultimate is still far off, and m should 
worh towards it.

in which It a;^|,atB. Vfe have evolved a aclenoa of aorta by obaorvlne 
Katuro and guoealng at the causae of tJie ;benoiAsnBe which we observe. 
Vfhen we have guessed a plausible explanation we test It by aalclng 
Nature a few experimental ouestions and then fitting the answers 
Into our nypotheiii. If they can be wide to fit we aseuae that our 
original guess was nght and we then troeeed gleefully on to the 
next guaas. By following thla method we have built up a most magnl- 
fieent ooncapt of this universe in which we live, all beautifully 
supported by netbeiBaticel snelyaes) and ainaat entirely aelf-consiat- 
ent. 


Although it is not generally adnlttad In sclantlflc circles, 
there is a prime Cause for this miverse, called tbe Creator, end 
this universe was eatsbliabed froo and within Kothlni-At-AU, lhat

Iteare accuttooad to ll'Vlnf In our fhyiloea bodies and to ua 
It feels "norBal" and any deviation fron this eondltlon results in 
faeiincs and sensationi which ere unique. If our thraBholda are 
depressod as in sleep or under anasthetlq we can alter the reiatlon- 
ahipa of our Beings tg Our vehieles without undue disturbancef but 
on tha other band, if our thresholds are raised any such alteration 
becosves Dost apparent. These are the Talllo sensations or experiences, 
and are an essential part of our as(ierience here. Drugs, exciteaont 
and Deny other stinull siBUltaneously raise our thresholds end allow 
alternation of the Tallus relationshlj. The group of experiences 
Involving sex, birth, death and laadiunahlp all involve closely related 
physical sensations caused hy tha partial (or conjlete) withdrawal 
of the Being fro* the thysloal vahlcle, or som rearranEetaent in 
relation thereto^ 

These then, art the five reletlonships whlcb sake up the 
experience of a Being in a Physical enviroiaent. They are part and 
parcel of our lives and their understanding Is an essential part of 
OUT evolveDent* We have but a scanty ap; re elation of these relation¬ 
ships, and even to iiany they do not exist except as ihllosophles or 
superstitions* However, we have only to look at what little is 
apparent of our Brothers fron Blseehere to appreciate the results of

But just because eartlillngs could not live theret 
says fis^ltish Amateur AstroODioer Axel Flrsoffi la no reason to 
believe that Juf iter la not a poi- uloua rlaco, Animals mi^t eoll 
thrive oven If their j lanet is covered with a lint id wean of Cold, 
liquid antnonla. 

Life on earth, PlrsoTf joints out In the British isagatloe 
DiSQOVEKf, la baaed on the reaotlcn of carbon eonroundi in water 
solution* But liquid water is not entirely neceisary for life. 

Jupltor Is apparently well stocked with snnuonla and fin off 

argues that the aunonla would be aa satisfactory a invent as water 
for aupj.ortlnt life* 

**Aminono* chemistry, aaya the astrohcmer, is very different 
from eorth^s familltr "aquo^ chemlatry, but there are vial similar¬ 
ities, Both systems produce acne weli-knowu coq>oundB, among them 
the anlno acids of which proteins are built, Flrsoff la certain that 
when the first living organisms evolved on earth, the atmo^here abov- 
the primeval ocean contained oisiianln but no free oxygen, nhen oxygen 
accunulated In the atmosj-here and ammonia disappeared, life on earth 
adapted Iteelf to the new conditions. The amino acids that fora 
earth's proteins, snys Flrsoff, are relics of the prehlatorlc cond* 
under Which earth life was bom. 

The digestive syeteas of modem animals, Firtoff axplalaB, 
depend on hydrolysis, a process In which proteins, sugars and other 
co^ounds ere broken down In combination with wnter, Croatures that 
have ammonia Instead of water in their tissues, would digest food by 
arHooolysls, l.e., by ccnblnlng It with ^noonia. Instead of oxydlslng 
food to liberate energy cs earth^i aniaolj do, Jovian animals would 
combina it with nitrogen, end the final product would be cyanogen 
(CM)2t A E^B that Is ^olently poisonous to life on earth, "Jcvion 
animus," says Astronomer Flrsoff, "could breathe nitrogen and drink 
liquid onoonla, Ibsther they do remains to be Hca*"

tho creation of comjlp^-ei* not. sltuatlonsi that "conton^orary* 
decisions con Initiate actions and conditions of their owi*

in this book, con provide a sense ef jairg ose to one's existence; an 
attitude of consolIng resignation towards otherwise disturbing oils-*

Thiv llttlg book, HO IfOfllE tCHtHdiEH, brinks absTply into fpcua 
th« basic cauflOB of tho loony problana iftacb b«got huumlty on this 
planet, and seta forth a raaedy which la at onc« Fractlool And 
attainable, and yet would flact nanklnd on an olmat Utopian basla* 

It 19 tBllad "Chriatlan Econcmiaa” and tbs state a "Qkristlan CooitaQa- 
wealth". It la not conminlan, loeiallin, cap Italian, or any otbar of 
the ^rlad of "-lana" irtilch hare bean aufgeated fron tine to tine as 
Penaosaa for all ilia* It la slniply the Incorporation of the entire 
resources of a nation, tofethur with Ita people, as a giant Corpora¬ 
tion In which ewery oltl»n holds a ainels share of conoon (wotlng) 
stock together with preforred shares eorreafonding with the value of 
assets Which he turned over to the Corporation* 

A fuaranteed dividend on each co«non share would assure a 
ml&ial living standard for everybody, which would be supplmestited by 
earnings of the scale of Whlbh would be datemlned by individual 
qualifications* In this maiu^er there would be exactly enou^ pur¬ 
chasing credit in ^e hands of the raopla to purohase AVmrythlng they

develDied then into something fitting our concepts, namely a Corpora¬ 
tion, By so doing he nukes It crystal clour that nohody Is going to 
lose anything by inoerj:orating, and the Corporation, by Its very 
magnetude, could accomillsh that which smaller effort couldnH even 
conalder. 

This book, HO rCEtS HlIHQER, can and probably will do mere for 
Hunonlty than tJan has dona for Convninlsm, or the Hothschllds have 
done for Capltalisn* It Is a book that is well worth reading and 
should be part of every thinking person's library. It is well worth 
the nominal $2.00 cost.
